BLEASE DENOUNCES

Assails Arrest of Girls, 
While Foreigners 
Go Free.

Memories of the old days in tb 
Senate when ‘Pitchfork Ben’’ Tili- 
man, Jeff Davis and Tom Watson 
shattered precedent in what so often 
has been characterized as the 
“greatest deliberative body in the 
world,’’ were revived yesterday. 
Cole L. Blease, of South Carolina, 
who, in his maiden speech Thurs- 
day congratulated himself on being 
the only senator from the South 
opposed to the world court, made a 
typical Blease address in which he 
brought from the ancient cobweb- 
covered closets of memory numer- 
ous picturesque denunciatory syno- 
nyms and applied them to the court 
as a whole, the League of Nations 
and the American law. 

The new senator was particularly 
bitter in assailing the right given 
diplomats in Washington to import 
and use intoxicants—‘“likker’’—he 
called them. He attacked the 
Washington police for their action 
recently in arresting ‘‘American 
girls’’ for being in a local cabaret 
while turning loose their escorts, 
who had diplomatic immunity, and 
who had brought the whisky which, 
seen on the table, had resulted in 


the raid, 
Sees Injustice to Poor. 


“They say the right sort of 
American girls would not have been 
there,’”’ thundered the senator. “I 
am not so sure of that. Three girls 
who were at a nearby table were 
arrested, and they had not heen 
drinking. 

“But the diplomat got. immunity. 
Don’t forget that. Why hasn’t the 
cotton mill«boy, who works from 
daylight to dark six days in the 
week to bring prosperity to the 
Southern—yes, and the Northern 
—mill owner, the same privilege 
to have a little flask in his pocket 
as some little half nigger from a 
foreign country. No; if he has, he 
violates the law, while the foreigner 
goes free.

COOLIDGE UPHOLDS 


PEROHING IN RULING 
ON CHILEAN APPEAL 


Declares Sovereignty Not 
Involved in General's 
Interpretation. 


PRESIDENT RECALLS 
ASSISTANCE PLEDGES 


Military Officers Reported to 


Tacna Outbreak. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The interpretation placed on the 
Tacna-Arica arbitral award by Gen. 
Pershing was sustained by Presi- 
dent Coolidge last night in his de- 
cision on the Chilean appeal from 
actions of the plebiscitary commis- 
sion, over which he presided. 

The President reiterated that 
Chilean sovereignty was not dn- 
volved in the interpretation of the 
award, and emphasized that both 
Chile and Peru had’ pledged them- 
selves to use their resources and 
authority to bring about a fair 
plebiscite. 

The actions of the commission, 
from which Chile appealed to Presi- 
dent Coolidge as arbitrator, De- 
cember 9, had to do with the de- 
termination of dates and prepara- 
tions for the voting, which, under 
his award, is to determine the sov- 
ereignty of the two provinces long 
in dispute between the two nations. 


Authority Is Sustained. 


The general’s stand that the 
award gave the commission ‘all 
authority necessary for determina- 
tion of the prerequisites of a fair 
plebiscite,’’ was sustained by the 
President. The decision stated that 
Chile and Peru were bound by their 
pledge to give assistance in every 
way to the commission and upheld 
its application of the award to con- 
ditions which it justly had a right 
to evaluate. 

The decision was handed to the 
Chilean and Peruvian diplomatic 
representatives here, and cabled to 
Gen. Pershing at Arica, where the 
comniission is sitting.

Pershing’s Report Withheld. 


According tg information from 
reliable sources in Arica, Gen. 
Pershing’s difficulties have been in- 
creased by the fact that Chilean 
military authorities were partici- 
pants in recent disorders in which 
Peruvians were injured.

Voting against the agreement, 
which was severely attacked in the 
House during nearly four days of 
debate, were 113 Democrats, 17 
Republicans, two independents and 
ome socialist. Twelve were paired 
|against the proposal, and seventeer 
tailed to vote.

| The agreement provides for the 
funding of the obligation over a 
62-year period with annual pay- 
ments beginning at $5,000.000 and 
gradually increasing to $80,000,000. 
For an original debt of $1,648,000.,- 
000, the United States will receive 
a total of $2,407,000.000. 

Opponents of the settlement cona- 
tended that the interest rate to be 
paid over the 62-year period will 
be so low as to amount to virtual 
cancellation of the debt. 

The Mussolini government also 
was assailed in the debate as a dic- 
tatorial institution that was throt- 
tling the libérties of the Italian peo- 
ple, while the premier himself was 
described by Representative Rainey 
(Democrat), Illinois, as a ‘“‘cruel 
and vicious’ dictator. ‘

“This office takes advantage of 
this opportunity to notify parents 
that many of thése children are 
absent from school in violation of 
the compulsory school attendance 
law, and that all of them are losing 
instruction that is vital to their 
promotion and graduation,’ Garnet 
C. Wilkinson, assistant superin- 
tendent in charge of colored schools, 
warned in a statement made public 
after conferences with Dr. Frank 
W. Ballou, superintendent of 
schools, and Capt. Newman. 


Zero Mark if Absent. 


To this threat of legal action 
against those pupils not 16 years 
old—the law does not apply to 
those older than that—was added 
the punishment of loss in scholastic 
standing. Mr. Wilkinson instruet- 
ed Capt. Newman to have each 
teacher in the school conduct writ- 
ten examinations hourly, until 
further notice, and to mark éach 
student absent without excuse with 
zero. If this is carried out and the.

4tions are that the Lehlbach-Stan- 


field measure, providing for retire- 
ment at the end of 30 years’ serv- 
ice with a maximum annuity o 
$1,200 based on a salary of $1,800 
will be followed in the main by the 
committee in making its report. 

The unanimity of opinion that 
the present retirement law, which 
limits the annuity to $720 should 
be liberalized, continued through 
yesterday’s hearings, with the pre- 
ponderance of support for the Lehl- 
bach-Stanfield measure. 

Its operation, said Ulray J. Biller, 
of the National Federation of Fed- 
eral employes, would cost only $2,- 
174,074 a year more than the pres- 
ent act, and that the government 
has estimated that the present re- 
tirement fund balance of $40,000,- 
000 would be increased to $52,000,- 
000 by the end of the present fiscal 
year. The fund has increased 362 
per cent in the last four years, he

The Garber-Harreld bill, which is 


more liberal than the Lehlbach-

For Optional Retirement. 


Thomas F. Flaharty, national 
secretary of thé National Federa- 
tion of Postal Clerks, stressed the 
need of the 30 years’ optional re- 
tirement provision. Postoffice 
elerks, he pointed out, work a min- 
imum of eight hours daily, often 
under unsanitary conditions. There 
are no longer any ‘‘light’’ days in 
their work, he said, the work now 
being steady without a let-up. 

Mr. Flaherty opposed the Hudson 
bill, which is sought by some of 
the higher paid government work- 
ers and which provides for a maxi- 
mum annuity of $3,000 annually. 
The maximum annuity, said Mr. 
Flaherty, should not go above $1,- 
200. Of the 53,000 postal clerks 
in the country who receive a maxi- 
mum salary of $1,800 a year, he 
said, he had not received a single 
complaint that the $1,200 annuity 
is too low. The $3,000 maximum 
annuity would benefit but about 7 
per cent of the total employes ‘at 
the expense of the other 93 per 
cent,”’ he said. 

Supports Hudson Bill. 

L. G. Blackman, presidént of the 
National Rural Letter Carriers as- 
sociation, supported the Hudson 
bill. 

Representative Hudson asked Mr. 
Flaherty why it is proposed in the

Patents Pooled by Organiza- 
tions, Boston Attorneys Tell 
House Committee.

Charges of monopoly in the radio 
field were made yesterday before the 
House merchant marine committee 
at its hearings on the White bill to 
regulate the industry. 

Sherman L. Whipple and Boyd B. 
Jones, Boston attorneys, who repre- 
sent Prof. Reginald A. Fessenden, 
of Tufts college, in his $60,000,009 
suit against radio interests for al- 
leged restraint of trade, told the 
committee that radio and wire tele- 
phone and telegtaph organizations 
had monopolized their respective 
fields by pooling patents.~ Repre- 
sentative Davis (Democrat), Ten- 
nessee, said that ‘as a lawyer and 
a member of the committee’’ \he 

agreed with the assertion. 

The Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica was mentioned as controlling its 
industry. J. P. Cotton, of New York, 
attorney for the corporation, denied 
that it had violated the law. 

The committee was urged by Mr. 
Whipple to amend the White bill by 
making more stringent provisions to 
prevem monopoly. 

The committee concluded hear- 
ings on the bill and took under ad- 
visement various suggested arnend- 
ments. 


VICTIM OF POISONING

The suggestion is considered 
to answer the objections that have 
stood in the way of the creafion of a 
papal state, In well-informed quar- 
ters it is said that this plan offers 
an excellent solution, considering 
the close relations already existing 
between the church and the fascist 
government. , : 


Would Abolish Guarantees. 


Thus far, the only basis for ‘fur- 
ther reconciliation lies in. the Vati- 
can’s expressed wish for the aboli- 
tion of the law of guarantees, by 
which the Italian state defined .the 
status of the chuch. This law gave 
the Pope a status equal to that of 
the King of Italy and’ was intended 
to grant the papacy. everything it 
could desire, but the Vaticanhas 
never accepted it, the Pope :pre- 
ferring voluntary ‘imprisonment. 
Now, however, it is considered: en- 
tirely possible the. fascist: govern- 
ment will repeal this law being only 
too willing to cast ridicule on what 
it calls one of the masterpieces of 
liberal statecraft. 

The difficulty remains of finding 
something to replace it. There is 
no question of returning to the 
situation which existed before 1870 
when the church’ held temporal 
power. Even officials of: the.Vati- 
can and other students of the prob- 
lem say this is out ‘of the question 
at present unless a compromise: like 
that offered some years ago by 
Cardinal Bourne, Archbishop of 
Westminster, is accepted. 


English Cardinal’s. Plan. 


Cardinal Bourne’s project. was to 
have the Italian government grant 
to the Vatican a piece of land ad- 
joining its present territory -in 
which could be housed the Roman 
congregations, headquarters of re- 
ligious: orders and the diplomats 
accredited to the Holy See. It 
would, in short, constitute a tiny 
state in which the Pope would ‘be 
temporarily sovereign, such a state 
resembling Andorra or San Marino. 

If Cardinal Bourne’s solution 
were accepted, the Holy See would 
be given the southern slopes of 
Monte Mario down to the juncture 
with the Vatican gardens, this tract 
including the property now owned 
by the American Methodists, who 
intend to build here an international] 
institute. It is asserted that even 
if the territory granted the papacy 
were extended still farther, it would 
not constitute a corridor to the sea,

trots—and they loved it! 

“After Walt Whitman,” from the 
pen of Eric de Lamater, noted con- 
ductor and organist, was the chief 
attraction on the program of the 
Chicago Symphony orchestra, and 
the dignified precincts of Orchestra 
hall echoed to the motifs of tunes 
that have heretofore been popular 
only in dance halls and the Ken- 
tucky mountains. When it was over, 
the audience applauded it as enthu- 
slastically as it ever did Beethoven 
or Brahms. 

Mr. de Lamater explained that he 
called his symphony “After Walt 
Whitman,” because ‘“‘Whitman was 
the first American poet to under- 
stand the raw material of distinc- 
tive culture.’’ 


. 
No Affair. 


“They call it a jazz symphony be- 
cause it has popular music, with 
syncopation,’” he said. ‘It isn’t 
really ‘jazz’ at all. Syncopation is 
no low-brow affair. It is something 
the song-smithies have appropri- 
ated.”’ 

The second or slow movement of 
the symphony is based on old melo- 
dies that have sung in the fiddles 
of Kentucky mountaineers since 
antebellum days—‘“John  Riley,”’ 
“The Hangman’s Son,’’ “Little Spar- 
row,’ and “The Frog Went A- 
Courtin’.’’ : 
The last movement has a fox-troft 
rhythm and tune for its basis, and 
quotes a few bars each from Jerome 
Kern’s “Raggetty Ann,’’ Walter 
Donaldson’s ‘“‘Swanee_ Butterfly,’’ 
and from another popular ballad, 
“By the Light of the Stars.” 

Mr. De Lamater, who also is 
known for other forms of musical 
composition, was born in Lansing, 
Mich., in 1880. He obtained his 
musical education iff this country 
and in.Paris, has been organist for 
leading churches, music 
critic for Chicago newspapers and 
since 1918 has been connected with 
the Chicago Symphony orchestra.

No Power is Granted. 


The Copeland resolution con- 
veys no grant of power; it simply 
asks the President ‘‘to take what- 
ever steps are necessary and 
proper to bring about an immedi- 
ate resumption of anthracite coal 
mining.’’ 

At the outset the New York 
senator offered. a joint resolution 
which would have authorized the 
chief executive to act, but when he 
found that this would of necessity 
have to take the usual legislative 
course of reference to a commit- 
tee, he proposed the. substitute, 
declaring that he wanted speedy 
action, as the present situation is 
“fraught with imminent danger .to 
the public. health.” 

Before Senator Copeland offered 
his proposal, five Republican rep- 
resentatives from Pennsylvania 
districts where anthracite mining 
is conducted held a_ conference 
with Secretary Davis at the Labor 
Department, but did not ask any 
specific governmental action.

Four addresses, three against 
and one for, were delivered on the 
floor by Senators Bert M. Fernald 
(Republican), Maine; Cole  L. 
Blease (Democrat), South Caro- 
lina; Smith W. Brookhart. (Repub- 
lican), Iowa, against, and Wood- 
bridge N. Ferris (Democrat), Michi- 
gay, im favor. 

The talk on the floor was some- 
what overshadowed by the increase 
‘ in the letters and postal cards of 
protest which continue to reach the 
majority of the senators. Senator 
William I. Borah, of Idaho, was 
the recipient of communications 
from Chicago and Covington, Ky., 
opposing ratification of the Swan- 
son resolution. 


Letters-to Borah. 


The first was from the strongest 
Republican organization in the 
Central West, the Hamilton club, 
of Chicago. It read as follows: 
“*The Hon. William E. Borah, Chair- 

man Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, United States Senate. 

“Honored Sir: We, the under- 
signed, members of the Hamilton 
club, of Chicago, do hereby express 
to you our protest against the en- 
try into the world court and are 
unalterably opposed to any move 
upon the part of the United States 
for the association of this country 
with the world court or the League 
of Nations in any form. Respect- 
fully submitted, 

“*M. D. WILLIAMS AND 
217 OTHERS.”’ 

It was reported that at the meet- 
ing when this letter .was framed 
only two members of the club went 
on record as favoring the court 
plan. 

The second communication was a 
letter from Miss Jessie Firth, of 
‘Covington. Ky., which stated that 
She and 52 other women had writ- 
ten Senators Ernst and Sackett de- 
manding that they vote against the 
court ratification. 

Most of the other communica- 
tions received were of the character 
which have been reaehing all sena- 
tors for the last week and are sim- 
ple protests against the Swanson 
resolution. 

Lively in the Senate. 


The proceedings in the Senate 
were lively. The opposition to the 
court Was caught somewhat off its 
Zuard when the session convened. 
It had been expected that the Swan- 
son resolution would be laid aside 
so that.consideration of the Treas- 
ury-Postoffice appropriation bill 
could ve taken up. 

Instead, Senator Lenroot (Re- 
publican), Wisconsin, who is in 
charge of the fight to ratify, re- 
fused to let the bill be substituted. 
As the session Thursday had re- 
cessed, and not adjourned, he was 
able to keep the resolution to the 
front. Senator Borah, who has led 
jhe fight against ratification, Was a

: Surprise for Opponents. 


There was no disguising the 
fact that keeping the resolution to 
the fore took the opponents of 
ratification by surprise.

The Senate last night, for the first 
time since Tuesday, adjourned, 
This will make possible, under the 
rules, a business. session in the

In his address opposing the court 
resolution.

He insisted that 
this country ought to enter the 
world court “because it is the 
| Wisest thing to do.’’ 


Farewell Address Quoted. 


| Senator Blease read most of 
Washington’s farewell address, 
| stopping from time to time to com- 
ment on its text and to compare it 
to present day conditions. He in- 
sisted that Europe only has one de- 
sire in urging us to join the couft 
and that is to use us. The senator 
was especially bitter in his stric- 
tures of European methods. 

Senator Fernald (Republican), 
of Maine, made it plain that be had 
taken a position in opposition . to 
what seemed to be that of the ma- 
jority of his party with extreme 
reluctance. 

“This is the first time,” he said, 
‘‘in my long political career when 
I have felt that the welfare of the 
country and a majority of the peo- 
ple thereof demand positive action 
on my part in opposition to what I 
have no doubt ts the honest convic- 
tion of other members of my party. 

“T am preeminently a nationalist. 
In his farewell address George 
Washington warned against the at- 
tempt to entangle this country with 
foreign interests. John Adams and 
James Monroe took the same posi- 
tion. John Quincy Adams made it 
plain that ‘the interference of Eu- 
rope in American concerns should 
be spontaneously withheld by her

Presidents Are Quoted, 


The senator then quoted Jeffer- 
son, Lincoln and Cleveland along 
Similar lineseto show that there has 
been unbroken opposition to foreign 
entanglements. Continulng, he 
said: 

“Today there exists active organl- 
zations and propagandists seeking 
to destroy the spirit of American 
nationality and to rob the United 
States of its birthright. I, for one, 
insist that these gentlemen who 
come here to represent foreign na- 
tions shall not undertake to dic- 
tate to us what our policy should 
be.”’ 

Recalling that naturalization 
questions have been carried to the 
world court, the Maine senator con- 
tinued: 

“Tf naturalization, why not im- 
migration? Unless the question of 
immigration to the United States 
is a domestic question wholly, the 
United States is in peril. Why run 
the risk of these perils when there 
is no need of it? 


Like the League Fight. 


‘“T stand where I stood in the his- 
toric struggle against the covenant 
of the League of Nations. In prin- 
ciple the struggle in which we are 
now engaged is essentially the same 
as that of seven years ago. I hear 
the voice of our departed leader In 
this chamber saying: 

“‘T am jan American. I will not 
surrender what I believe to be the 
independence of the United States 
nor indorse a policy that meas an 
abandonment of that policy we have 
hitherto pursued.’ 

“I, too, am an American. I am 
for world peace, but I refuse to in- 
dorse peace at any price. I am for 
American independence, not isola- 
tion. I repeat what I sajd seven

The Watson-Parker railroad la- 
bor bill was attacked yesterday be- 
for the Senate interstate com- 
merce committee by Jamgs A, Em- 
ery, general counsel of the National 
Manufacturers association, who 
contended that it did not properly 
protect the public interest. 

If the bill is adopted without 
amendment, he declared, Congress 
will abandon the policy of protect- 
ing the public in railroad labor dis- 
putes, and step back to the situation 
existing in 1920, when the public 
interest was not protected. 

At previous hearings of the com- 
mittee, passage of the bill had been 
urged by representatives of both 
the railroad’ operators and the 
union employes, on the ground that 
it Was an agreement reached by the 
principals to settle disputes and 
maintain uninterrupted transporta- 
tion. 


Doak Sppports Bill. 


Just before Mr. Emery appeared. 
W. N. Doak, of the trainmen’s 
brotherhood, told the committee 
that the measure was ‘‘adequate to 
protect the interests of the rail- 
roads and the employes, and fully 
adequate to protect the public in- 
terests, and to assure industrial 
peace on the railroads.”’ 

Mr. Hmery argued that by abol- 
ishing title three of the transpor- 
tation act.of 1920, which is a spe- 
cial provision to protect the pub- 
lic, a policy would be adopted to 
permit employers and employes to 
make unrestrained agreements 
that would place ‘uneconomic 
charges upon transportation.” 

During the discussion, Senator 
Wheeler (Democrat), Montana, re- 
marked: 

“T understand President Coolidge 
favors the bill as it is.’’ 

“I do not so understand it,’’ Mr. 
Emery replied. 


Asks Three Changes. 


The manufacturers’ reéepresenta- 
tive proposed an amendment to re- 
quire the reference of all agree- 


fments to the Interstate Commerce 


Commission, which would have 
power to set aside any awards that 
would materially affect railroad 
rates. Another amendment he sug- 
gested. would require continual 
transportation service while com- 
plaints were being investigated. A 
third would give power to the pro- 
posed emergency board that would 
be appointed by the President simi- 
lar to that given the voluntary 
board composed of representatives 
of the employers and employes, 
which would be the first to act in 
case of a dispute. 

After yesterday’s session the 
committee adjourned hearings on 
the bill with no indication when 
‘they would be resumed.

Comprehensive proposals for im- 
mediate and permanent solution of 
the rubber problem were submitted 
to the House commerce committee 
yesterday by representatives of the 
automobile and tire industries. 
Virtual independence from for- 
eign production by investment of 
American capital in plantations, 
chiefly in foreign countries, was ad-

Further evidenee concerning the 
habits of the first President also 
is given in a lette. to his nephew 
William Augustine Washington, 
written February 27. 1798. This 
letter gives his recipe for making 
whisky and tells what cereals he 
favored.

“The surest way to avoid evil 
is—first to refrain from drink 
which is the source of all evil and 
the ruin of half the workmen in 
the country—and next to avoid 
bad company, which is the Bane of 
good morals, economy and in- 
dustry.”

Cooperative Group Ends Bir 
ley Disapproving Legisla- 
tion. at This Time. 


LOWDEN PROTESTS MOVE 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The fourth national conference 
of the National Council of Farmers 
Cooperative Marketing Associations 
went on record at its concluding 


session yesterday as opposed to any 
legislation at this time dealing with 
surplus farm products. 

In adopting the report of its leg- 
islative committee, which recom- 
mended such a course, the confer- 
ence upheld the views of Robert W. 
Bingham, of Lovwisville, chairman 
of the national council, and Aaron 
Sapiro, the council’s legal adviser, 
who had urged that the question 
be left -to the farmers themselves 
to meet through extended cooper- 
ative organization. Former Gov. 
Lowden, of Illinois, and other mem- 
bers of the group favoring legis- 
lative aid in taokling the problem 
were, absent from the floor when 
the conference took its action. 

The report provided for appoint- 
ment of a committee of eight to 
study the surplus problem and re- 
port to the council's executive com- 
mittee. Its findings will be made 
the basis of a referendum vote 
among the cooperative associations, 
which will determine the organiza- 
tion's policy on the subject. 

Mr. Lowden, who had sought ap- 
proval by the conference of some 
form of legislation to take care of 
the surplus phase of farm relief, 
was understood to have remained 
away from the final session as ‘a 
form of protest.

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THE FOREIGN COURT. 
Senator Overman, of North Carolina, 
is ready to offer a reservation to the 
_ world court protocol providing that the 
‘court shall not have jurisdiction over 
claims against the United States for the 
payment of bonds issued by States be- 


longing to the Confederacy. 

It is proper that the United States 
should be guarded against the possible 
judgment of a foreign court sustaining 
the validity of Confederate State bonds. 
But is it possible to establish such a safe- 
guard by a mere reservation in adhering 
to the world court protocol? 

The so-called world court is the judge 
of its own jurisdiction in such matters. 
It is also the tribunal before which 
would be submitted an interpretation of 
Senator Overman’s reservation. The 
league of nations council, with or with- 
out the consent of the United States, has 
power to request the court for an ad- 
visory opinion upon any question. The 
court statute does not set up any bar 
whatever against the giving of advisory 
opinions to the league. The insistence 
by the United States that it was the sole 
judge of the meaning of its reservations 
‘would go for naught in case of dispute. 


The league and its court, and not the 
United States, would determine the 
meaning and force of these reservations. 
Inasmuch as adherence to the world 
court is the principal purpose of the res- 
olution, the league and the court would 
be warranted in concluding that any res- 
ervation incompatible with this purpose 
is null and void. If the league council 
should be in doubt whether the reserva- 
tion was an attempt to restrict the juris- 
diction of the court, it would be justified 
in referring the question to the court for 
an opinion. Would the court approve of 
a reservation which in effect amended 
the court statute and restricted the 
jurisdiction of the court? It is fair to 
assume that it would sustain the statute 
and nullify the reservation. | 
The United States is physically strong 
and could always break away from the 
court, in defiance of any threats that 
might be made by the league of nations. 
Italy “brushed the league aside in the 
Corfu incident, and the United States 
could do the same thing if worst came 
to worst. But who wishes to see such a 
situation? Surely the proponents of the 


world court would not knowingly work 
to that end. Nevertheless, Southern sen- 


ators would probably prefer to see the 
United States withdraw from the world 
court rather than acknowledge its juris- 
diction over the question of paying the 
Confederate bonds. 

Why should the United States enter 
into a contract whose terms and condi- 
tions are to be interpreted by the other 
party in interest? Why go one step 
toward accepting the jurisdiction of a 
foreign court? In all disputes now aris- 
ing between the United States and for- 
eign governments concerning their mu- 
tual contracts or treaties, the United 
States is an equal and retains equal 
rights of interpretation. If this govern- 
ment should accept the jurisdiction of 
the league court, all disputes over 
treaties Which can not be adjusted by 
diplomatic means are to be submitted to 
the court. It is urged that the United 
States could always refuse to submit any 
particular dispute to the court; but this 
suggestion is equivalent to, declaring 
- that the United States would ignore its 
- . moral obligation to sustain the court and

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ANTHRACITE REGULATION. 
If the Pennsylvania legislature which assem- 


| bled in ‘extra session at Harrisburg Wednesday 


should succeed in passing a law that will place 
the anthracite industry upon a stable basis it 
will deserve and receive the thanks of the an- 
thracite-consuming public. The legislature has 
an opportunity to do something in this in- 
stance that will justify Gov. Pinchot’s action in 
calling the special session. The inability of the 


to reach an amicable agreement, the growing 
distress in the anthracite regions, and the un- 
friendly attitude of the general public toward 
the whole anthracite industry, require some 
drastic action if thejindustry is to bé saved. 

Two bills have been introduced in the legis- 
laturd designed to stabilize the industry. The 
first is in the form of an amendment to the 
public service act which would classify anthra- 
cite production as a public service function and 
thereby render the industry subject to the 
same regulation that now applies to street car, 
telephone and other public utilities. The sec- 
ond is aimed primarily at the retail end of the 
trade, and authorizes the governor to enter into 
compacts with other anthracite-consuming 
States for the regulation, sale and distributios 
of the fuel. 7 

The first of these bflls, if enacted, would 
make it possible for the public service com- 
mission to inquire into the conditions of an- 
thracite production, provide means for regula- 
tion of prices and profits, and place the indus- 
try under the protection of the State. 

It is quite. probable that such a law would 
operate to prevent future disagreements be- 
tween owners and miners in the anthracite 
fields and insure a certain and steady supply 
of fuel. Eventually it would restore the confi- 
dence of the public and rescue the industry 
from possible ruin. 

As for entering into contracts or agreements 


- 


with other States, that is a matter which 
should be very carefully considered. The pro- 
posal seems to be unnecessary. If the public 
utility plan should be successful in stabilizing 
the industry through the benevolent interven- 
fion of the State, there would be no necessity 
for making contracts between Pennsylvania 
and other States with respect to the purchase 
of coal. Coal prices would be subject to the 
regulatory power of the State. Consumers 
everywhere would accept these prices as just, 
and the law of supply and demand would do 
the rest.

Now comes Al 
Smith and once more informs the Democrats 
that he meant what he said when he declared 
that he would retire to private life at the end 
of his present term. 

Gov. Smith’s decision not to yield to the im- 
portunities of the party leaders, though it has 
been known to his close friends, has placed the 
organization in a quandary. There is no Demo- 
crat in New York who commands the confi- 
dence and affection of the people in so large 
a degree as does Gov. Smith. He is the hope 
and the outstanding leader of the Empire State 
Democracy. He has served his party and his 
State at great sacrifice to his own interests, and 
it is only natural that he should want to quit 
public life for a period in order to build up his 
private resources.

Lewis says that his experience and observation 
have convinced him that’ the salaries of Fed- 
eral judges should be substantially increased 
in order that there should be an absolutely in- 
dependent judiciary—independent of’every one 
He asserts 
that Judges should be removed from the temp- 
tation of supplying their needs from sources 
other than their salaries, and suggests that too 
often a Federal judge living upon an inade- 
quate salary. will be tempted to shape his 
course while on the bench so that he may re- 
sign at the most useful period of his judicial 
life and obtain employment at vastly increased 
pay with great business enterprises with which 
he has become familiar. He believes that in 
the interest of the whole American people, and 
especially in the interest of the wage. earner, 
this should be guarded against. He adds that 
the far-reaching influence of Federal decisions 
in the affairs of this great industrial nation 
is too important to be injuriously influenced by 
the inadequacy of salaries. 

With most of the arguments advanced by Mr. 
Lewis the public generally will agree, but it 
is hard to believe that many judges on the Fed- 
eral bench are often tempted to shape their 
decisions so as to invite employment by large 
enterprises. It has long been admitted that 
the pay of Federal judges is insufficient, but 
Congress, though voting to increase the sala- 
ries of its own members, has steadily neglected 
to provide pay for Federal judges that is com- 
mensurate with the responsible positions they 
occupy. It is time for Congress to give serious 
consideration to this matter.

THE HAUGEN BILL. 
The revised Haugen bill now before the 
House committee on agriculture is very differ- 
ent from the original McNary-Haugen bill de- 


feated in the last Congress, and different from 
the Dickinson bill indorsed by a considerable 
portion of the agricultural associations. 

The new Haugen bill proposes a division of 
cooperative: marketing in the Department of 
Agriculture, clothed with power and authority 
to acquire and disseminate information per- 
taining to cooperation, promote cooperative 
principles and practices, and to authorize co- 
operative associations to acquire, interpret and 
disseminate crop and market conditions. This 
measure, or its essential principle, is indorsed 
by the Secretary of Agriculture. 

The bill gives the Secretary of Agricultura 
large authority over the matter of gathering 
information and assisting cooperative associa- 
tions. It also authorizes cooperative associa- 
tions engaged in marketing products in do- 
mestic or foreign markets to disseminate all 
information gathered by the bureau of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, and $225,000 is ap- 
propriated for the needs of this bureau in 1926 
and 1927. : 

This Haugen proposal avoids Federal con- 
trol of cooperatives and price-fixing, and does 
not set up a-.government export agency. It is 
the most conservative plan thus far suggested 
for the aid of the farmers and growers.

Launching Airplanes. 

To the Editor of The Post—-Sir: 
Among the letters to the editor in 
this morning’s Post there is one 
from a Mr. J. Edward Cassidy, in 
which he disputes the navy’s claim 
to priority in the development. of 
the launching catapult for air- 
planes. He bases his contention on 
the fact that, in 1914, he planned a 
catapult launching device for use in 
commercial aviation.

Because he had something great 
to say, John became a great writer. 
There is no other way to literary 
success. In Paris, one meets young 
men and women seeking ‘‘atmos- 
phere’ and material, that they may 
become successful writers. Others 
journey to China and South Amer- 
ica and to the wilds of Africa. This 
very fashion of scurrying hither 
and yon for something to write is 
one symptom of the present dearth 
of authors of genuine worth. Fish- 
erman John’s writings have sur- 
vived the centuries because the 
very greatness of his message gave 
them dignity and beauty of form. 
His Gospel is full of brilliant pic- 
tures and deathless .—phrases. ° 

His portrayal of the visit of a 
Jewish aristocrat to Jesus by night 
is one of the most vivid and com- 
pact passages in literature. Every 
word is like the stroke of a mas- 
ter’s brush. The setting is an up- 
per room in a humble Jerusalem 
home, reached by, an outside stair 
—perhaps ‘‘the’’ upper room of the 
Last Supper—where Jesus lodged. 
Silent, observant and awed, the dis- 
ciples sat in the background, after 
the easy fashion of the East. ; 
The unlighted oriental city cloak- 
ed the furtive movements of a 
proud and dignified member of the 
Sanhedrin. After much indecision 
and struggle of spirit, he had been 
proded forth into the night by the 
nobler side of his nature, which 
constrained him to learn more of 
the new Rabbi from Nazareth who 
was setting old Jerusalem by the 
ears. Fear of public opinion—that 
tyranny beneath which the sensi- 
tive and highly placed so often 
writhe—kept Nicodemus from an 
open, courageous, daylight confer- 
ence with Christ. 


A Night-Prowling Aristocrat. 


This man really was an aristo- 
crat, with fine, high traditions. 


him to go prowling about in the 
darkness of the narrow streets of 
an oriental city, where only dogs 
and jackals and evildoers and oc- 
casional revelers were abroad, he 
still had the instincts of his. class.

and wherever he appears subse- 
quently in John’s gospel Nicodemus 
bears the brand of his cowardice.

lows. John penned the biography 
of Nicodemus in a phrase: ‘‘For he 
loved the praise of men mére than 
the praise of God.”’ 


a figure fraught with significance to 
all those timid ones who feel that 
they ‘‘must keep up their posgtions,”’ 
even by the sacrifice of their honor. 
The butcher and the grocer are 
qualified to express an opinion upon 
that sort of pride. 

Polite in all circumstances—more 
polite than truthful, it would seem 
—Nicodemus greeted his host with 
gracious words of praise, 
with condescension. If he, a mem- 
ber of the high court of the Church, 
had really believed that Jesus was a 
teacher come from God he would 
not have come sneaking up to see 
Him in the secrecy of darkness. Po- 
lite palaver was cut short by the 
clear and direct and disconcerting 
presentation of the main issue of 
the Master: ‘‘Unless a man is born 
from above, he can not see the king- 
dom of God.’ There the case of 
spiritual religion versus formal le- 
galism was explicitly stated. Rabbi 
Jesus stood for a new. life, Rabbi 
Nicodemus for scrupulous observ- 
ance of the old forms.

Nothing is so upsetting to the 
person cloaked in artificial polite- 
ness and mannerisms as sitraight- 
forward sincerity and blunt honesty. 
Nicodemus had scarcely . anything 
in his code with which to meet 
that frontal presentation of the es- 
sential spirituality of the teaching 
of Jesus. He laid himself open to 
the gentle rebuke, ‘“‘Art thou ‘the 
Teacher of Israel’ and yet do not 
understand these things?’’ How 
swift the reversal of position be- 
tween this proud member of the 
Synagogue and the Nazareth work- 
ingman whom he had approached 
with condescending speech! The 
pharisee quickly learned who was 
teacher and who was pupil. 

At that point in the famous in- 
terview appears a staggering phrase 
reminding one of similar passages 
in Paul’s writings: “If I have told 
you earthly things, and none of 
you believe me, how will you be- 
lieve me if I tell you of things of 
heaven?’ If the mystery of the 
new birth was ‘‘earthly things,’’ 
what imagination can encompass 
the heavenly? Perhaps Jesus meant 
by those words the supreme mys- 
tery of the ages, which he proceeded 
to declare: the Incarnation and the 
Crucifixion. 

To this compliment-scattering 
aristocrat, this reputation-haunted, 
night-prowling, man-fearing and yet 
truth-seeking pharisee, Jesus vouch- 
sgafed the loftiest truth that ever 
fell from the lips of the Son of God. 
Such is divine magnanimity that it 
was to this eminent citizen who was 
ashamed to -be seen in the com- 
pany of Jesus by daylight that the 
Saviour imparted what has been 
called “‘the little’ Gospel’ and “‘the 
Golden Text of the Bible’’——‘‘For 
God so loved the world that He*gave 
His only begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth on Him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.’ 
Hot from the glowing lips of Christ 
himself, by the light of tender eyes, 
yes, brighter than the dim lamp 
that broke the darkness of the 
upper room, came those words of 
life and truth to one whom any 
other teacher would have refused to 
meet because of his snobbery.

had learned. The shackles of his 
self-consciousness as a ‘“‘leading 
citizen’’ bound him still. 

Poor Nicodemus, who lost s0 
much for lack of a little independ- 
ent courage! Yes; and poor we, 
who, like him, are too convention- 
ridden to be loyal to our noblest 
illumination; and who cares more 
for ‘‘what they say’’ than for what 
God will say. After all, is not man’s 
deepest need simply more courage? 
It is not clearer light upon faith 
and duty that we lack, but only 
firmer force in following our gleam. 

Belatedly, this tormented scholar 
and gentleman of old Jerusalem 
found the boldness to avow himself 
a follower of the Messiah, after his 
own Sanhedrin had condemned Him 
to death. Not for a moment can we 
believe that Nicodemus was present 
when the fatal vote was cast—he 
should have been, of course, to reg- 
ister his official dissent.. Such fury 
would have been aroused that he 
might have won for himself a place 
on a cross alongside of Christ, the 
first martyr of the Master. Instead, 
after soul struggles that no pen may 
record, this sensitive, self-centered 
aristocrat, who could see more than 
he dared to do, won only the poor 
privilege of carrying spices to the 
grave of the Crucified. If there is 
regret in heaven today, none feels 
it more keenly than Nicodemus, the 
truth-seeker who was afraid of what 
he found.

COMMUNISM FAILURE, 
DR. E. A. WALSH SAYS 


“Corpse Not Yet Buried,” For- 
eign Service School Head 
Declares in Lecture. 


“Communism in Russia is a 
corpsé that has not yet been buried: 
it has proven a dismal failure,”’ the 
Rev. Edmund A. Walsh, S. J., said 
last night in opening the public 
lecture series ‘given by the foreign 
service school of Georgetown uni- 
versity in the National Museum au- 
ditorium. “‘The change from czarist 
Tule to communism is but one of 
the fundamental changes that are 
still going on, and the end is not 
yet in sight,’’ he said. 

Reasons for soviet anger at the 
Locarno peace pact, Dr, Walsh said, 
were that ‘‘whatever tends to unite 
the nations in reasonable and 
friendly cooperation is anathema to 
Moscow, for just to that extent does 
world revolution fade from the 
international] horizon.”’ 

Dr. Walsh quoted from George 
Tchitcherin, commissar of foreign 
affairs of Soviet Russia, who recent- 
ly said: ‘‘We can not see the value 
of arbitration treaties for Russia, 
since the fundametal difference 


that of other powers bars us from 
finding a really unbiased arbiter. 
Kither the arbitra] judge would 
favor our system, or he would be 
against it.”” Dr. Walsh described 
this frank admission as “a most 
valuable clearing of the atmos- 
phere.”’ ¥

Renaciation Files Brief With 
the Finance Committee 
of the Senate. 


MORTGAGE FIRM ELECTS 


By F. -W. PATTERSON, 
Urging elimination of the Fed- 
eral estate tax, a special commit- 


tee on taxation, of the American 
Bankers association, yesterday filed 
a brief with. the Senate finance 
committee. 

The tax, the brief declares, is 
mot logically a Federal matter, 
since Federal law does not control 
transmission of property at death. 
n the opinion of the committee, 
Such a tax should be regerved for 
emergencies, ‘‘is no longer needed 
for Wederal revenue, gonstitutes 
greater interfcrence with State rev- 
enues than at any time in our his- 
tory, decreases State revenues and 
imposes a heavicr administrative 
burder on estates than in the case 
of State inheritance taxes.’’ It also 
opposes the estate -tax provisions 
of the House revenue bill because 
the emergency justifying the tax 
has passed. 

The brief further says that the 
apparent purpose of the bill is not 
io raise reyenue, “but either to 
regulate the distribution of wealth 
or State inheritance tax policies. 
If its purpose is to redistribute 
wealth, it is social legislation, un- 
der the guise of -taxation,: and is 
un attempt to accomplish indirect- 
lv that which should be accomplish- 
ed by direct legislation.” It is again 
pointed out that if its purpose is 
10 regulate the inheritance taxes of 
the States, then it constitutes an 
unwarranted interference with the 
right of the States to control their 
own policies of taxation.

Nearly 5,000,000 bushels of wheat 
shipments from Australia within a 
week was announced and the new of- 
ficial estimate of yield itn Australla 
was given as 115,000,000 bushels, sug- 
gesting 65,000,000 or 70,009,000 bushels 
surplus. Meanw hile, the market ere 
had been bearishly influenced also by 
an early decline in prices at Buenos 
Aires and by word of relatively cheap 
offerings of Argentine wheat to Eu- 
rope, as wel] as by insistent estimates 
that the Argentine exportable surplus 
is 140,000,000 bushels, compared to 
113,000,000 bushels exported last sea- 
son. 

Ivfforts to rally the wheat market 
from declines brought about only a 
moderate upturn from the day’s bot- 
tom figures. One of the reasons ap- 
parent was that the United States is 
very close to a profitable basis for 
importa from Canada. In fact, talk 
was current that it is possible to ob- 
tain at Eastern points in the United 
States duty paid Canadian wheat 
about egual in price to spring wheat 
from Duluth. Under such circum- 
stances liquidating sales on the part 
of holders weakened the market for 
future deliveries here, although cash 
wheat prices remained firm at al] do- 
mestic centers.

Convinced that Northeast Wash-| 


ington is on the eve of the greatest 
building boom in its history, the 
Jast Washington Booster associa- 
tion, recently organized, is going to 
fight for municipal improvement for 
that section. 

“We are going to fight any 
further move toward making our 
section a dumping ground for un- 
desirable projects not wanted else. 
where in the city,’’ Robert R. Faulk- 
ner, chairman of the publicity com; 
mittee of the association, declared 
last night. 

Stating it baldly, the Northeast 
feels that it has not been treated 
fairly in the apportioning of muni- 
cipal improvements throughout the 
city. 
held by those residing in that sec- 
tion that preference has been given 
to the Northwest and outlying sub- 
urbs in matters of civic improve- 
ments. Mr. Faulkner asserted that 
it was largely because of inadequate 
transportation facilities that the 
Northeast had not built up faster. 
Extension of the bus service in that 
section is going to be one of the 
first improvements that the associa- 
tion is going to seek. Better trans- 


‘portation facilities are believed to 


be fundamental to the development 
of East Washington. 


1,000 Houses Planned. 


Mr. Faulkner said yesterday that 
1,000 houses were to be built in 
Michigan Park, north of Brogkland, 
within the next two years. In addi- 
tion to securing’ better and more 
extensive ttansit facilities, the as- 
sociation intends to fight for more 
street improvements and for the 
construction of more streets in those 
sections that are to be built up in 
the near future. 

The association is composed of 
three representatives from each of 
the citizens’ associations of the 
Northeast. Other associations that 
may be formed in that section which 
have for their purpose the better- 
ment of the community will be 
eligible for membership in the 
booster organization, Mr. Faulkner 
said. 

Ten of the seventeen associations 
have sent representatives to the pre- 
liminary meetings of the booster 
club thus far, indleating that when 
the first meeting is held next month, 
the majority of the citizens’ groups 
will become affiliated with the 
boosters. Mr. Faulkner stated that 
the boosters would lend their sup- 
port to needed local improvements. 


- “The organization will probably sup- 


plement in a measure the work of 
the Federation of Citizens Associa- 
tions that does not interest itself 
in affairs local to certain sections 
of the city, Mr. Faulkner said.

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PNEUMONIA IS DECLINING 


Ventilating conditions have been 
found satisfactory in general in 
moving picture theaters, stores and 
factories, that have been inspected 
this week by members of the staff 
of Dr. William C. Fowler, health 
officer, but insanitary conditions in 
other particulars have been re- 
ported. 

Roller towels, common drinking 
cups and lack of cleanliness in toi- 
let rooms have been found. No 
arrests were ordered, proprietors 


having corrected conditions com- 
plained of. 

A few motion picture thinkers 
were directed to ventilate operating 
booths by piping them directly to 
the outdoors to carry of gases from 
combustion of carbon, for protec- 
tion of the operators. 

Only eight new cases of pneumo- 
nia were reported yesterday, the 
smallest number since the first of 
the year. 

Dr. Fowler yesterday made light 
of the’ view that smoking causes 
pneumonia. He said statistics show 
that a larger percentage of men 
than women suffer from the dis- 
ease, but added that authorities 
hold this is because men, being 
wage earners, are more generally 
exposed to contagion in places 
where they work than are women 
who stay at home.

DIFFER ON PRINTING 
UF CHIME STORIES 


American Society, in Conven- 
tion, Has Spirited Discus- 
Sion on Subject. 


OBJECTION IS AIMED 
AT SCANDAL REPORTS 
Rhinelander Case Is Cited; 
Making Heroes of Criminals 
Deplored by Speakers. 


The ‘‘playing up” of crime news 
was the subject of a spirited discus- 
Sion at the annual meeting of the 
American ‘Society of Newspaper 
Editors in the Willard hotel yester- 
day. The discussion revealed that 
the editors are far from being 
united on the question. 

Edmund W. Booth, éditor of the 
Grand Rapids Press and publisher 
of the Booth newspapers in Michi- 
gan, was the first to champion the 
printing of crime news. 

“A real, gory murder, with lots 
of mystery, is a first-class story in 
any newspaper,’’ Mr. Booth de- 
clared. ‘‘Macbeth is such a story. 
This kind of a story will not do un- 


usual harm to the public mind, and 
that includes the youthful mind.’’ 


Objects to Scandal. 


Objection is principally aimed ai 
scandal stories, rather than crime 
stories, Mr. Booth said. He pointed 
to the Rhinelander case as an ex- 
ample. 

E. C. Hopwood, editor of the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer, while not 
defending the ‘‘playing up’’ of the 
Rhinelander case, explained what 
made this one of the outstanding 
news stories of the year. 

The Rhinelander story, he said, 
was a good one because it contained 
the element of contest. This same 
element, he said, made great stories 
of the imprisonment of Floyd Col- 
lins in a Kentucky cave and the 
dash of a serum-bearing dog team 
to Nome, Alaska. In these latter 
cases, he said, it was man contest- 
ing with the forces of nature. In 
the Rhinelander case, he said, it 
was race against race, and man 
against woman. ! 

J. ¥. Williams, jr., editor of the 
Boston Evening American, defend- 
ed making prominent crime news, 
on the theory that a crime is a po- 
tential threat to the whole com- 
munity. ,The community, he said, 
is entitled to know if crime is being 
committed, if the police are on the 
job, if the judge is honest, and re- 
lated matters. 

Grove Patterson, 
Toledo Blade, quoted figures to 
show that the amount of crime 
news in the newspapers is not ex- 
cessive. He also exploded the 
theory that such news is frequently 
the cause of crimes. English news- 
papers, he said, print far more 
crime news than do the papers in 
this country; yet there are fewer 
murders in the whole of England 
in one year than in one large 
American city in a like period. 

Merton E. Burke, a member of 
the Scripps-Howard newspaper or- 
ganization, deplored the tendency 
of newspapers to make heroes of 
criminals, and cited the Gerald 
Chapman story as an iJlustration of 
this tendency. 

Harvey Ingham, editor of the Des 
Moines Register-Tribune, opened 
the discussion on the handling of 
crime news. He told of dn exper'!- 
ment which his newspaper Yrecent- 
ly made, ‘in which all news was 
segregated on an inside page. 


“First Page’ News Cited. 


“The important news is not a!- 
ways on the first page,’ he said 
“That page is reserved for the 
wholly unexpected news. In mv 
opinion, newspaper editors make 2 
mistake when they look upon al! 
crime news as wholly unexpected 
It is frequently a common run of 
news, and I think it should be sez 
regated like certain other classes 
of news.”’ 

Charles H. Dennis, editor of the 
Chicago Daily News, declared that 
the great majority of readers are 
interested in the more wholesome 
kinds of news, and expressed the 
opinion that nine-tenths of the 
crime news could be printed in 
small type and segregated on an 
inside page. 

Casper S. Yost, editor of the St. 
Louls Globe-Democrat, president of 
the society, denied in. his opening 
address that the publication of 
crime news has had, or is having, 
material influence on the promo- 
tion of crime. The publication of 
crime, he said, is one of the duties 
of American newspapers, and he 
advocated the printing of such news 
on the first page when its im- 
portance warrants it. 

Wilmott Harsant Lewis, Wash- 
ington correspondent of the London 
Times, spoke on “The Political Job 
of Old World Newspapers and Hew 
They Do It.” William Hard, cor- 
respondent and publicist, answered 
the question of ‘‘Are American 
Newspapers Doing their Political 
Job and What Is It?’’ David Law- 
rence, head of the Consolidated
